SEVENTEEN TO FIFTY-FOUR was the span of ages served at the Astoria Armed Servi: 
У СА during 1950. Reuging from 17 year old young men straingt from "Boot 
Camp" and still very much homesick to "Pop" Mellen, SKI а 54 year old reser- 
vist, the Armed Services YMCA has truly been a "home away from home" for men 
of all ages and has served а unique role in the lives of those in the uniform 
of their country. To different men, the YMCA has meant different things, To 
some, it is a warm, homelike place where they can relax in comfortable, 
upholstered furniture to read the evening paper, & current magazine or one of 
the latest novels, Otüers tune in on their favorite radio programs, play the 
. piano or put а nickel in the juke-box. То some the "Y" is а elean friendly 
place to get a eup of coffee, а sandwich or а bowl of soup or chili. Others 
rent loskers, change into their civilian clothes after a shower and shave 
and enjoy ап evening out of uniform. Pool, snooker-and ping pong are popular 
past-times while waiting for the scheduled activity of movies, dances, a ріспі 
volleyball or swimming parties, a buffet supper or coffce-cake hour, Over 52 
community groups assist in the program. 411 these things make the Armed 
Services "Y" а pleasant place to spend off duty hours, But above all, IU lS a 
Young Men's Christian Association which strives аж all times for the highest 
Standards and principles to challenge the finest and best in young men and 
women, 


JANUARY found the operation ready to launch into а new year of service with 
an enlarged, re-modeled snack-bar and service desk. Plans for increased 
program were developing as the Astoria Chapter of tno American Red Cross took 
their turn as the first group of the year to provide a fine week's programy 

o Then care the fateful day, A telegram from New York announced the deacti- 
vation of USO effective January 31, with instructions to terminate staff and 
sell equipment. ; : 


FEBRUARY - the USO sign came down, We were again the Armed Services YMCA and 
again became the Armed Services Committee of the Astoria, ҮМСА, USO 
transferred the title of furnishings and equipment to the Armed Services 
Department for use in Astoria, Adjustments were many, staff was reduced to a 
minumum, hours of operation were shortened. The budget was reduced by two 
thirds, the remaining этоциф coming from Oregon Chest's 1950 contribution of 
$5785. Program end services continued, however. The Zonta Club provided а 
week's program, Ranking Naval Officers felt the operation was essential and 
gave generously of their time and influence in the process of reorganization. 


{ARCH saw the operation re-geared for action, The Armed Services YMCA was ho: 
to a large group of Neval Reservists from many of Oregon's cities, when the U: 
GILLIGAN stopped оп a week-end cruise. Astoria's civic leaders, the Tongue 
Point Naval Commands and representatives of the Armed Services ҮМСА Committee 
of Management met tre ship as it docked, and provided transportation for crew 
members, Otucr program events of the month included a fine St, Patrick's Day 
Бейсе put on by the junior hostesses of the Girls Service Organization, A 
monthly Birthday Perty was held. Hospitality Homes were a weekly feature, en- 
joyed by small groups which spent an evening in an Astoria home, 


APRIL was election of officers for the Committee of Menagement and for the 
program council which consists of both servicemen and junior hostesses, Easter 
weekend wes filled with a variety of activities, which included the sunrise 
service, regular church services, a hike, picnic, and egg hunt. А ski trip to 
Mt. Hood was held one weekend. Two carloads enjoyed the excursion. 
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ЧАТ ~ Building and program operation were reduced to weekends due to insuffi- 
cient funds, Oregon Chest suggested that the Executive give time to inter- 
pretation of the Armed Services YMCA work to several County Community Cheste. 
The 055 GILLIGAN egain visited Astoria and was greeted with program bulleti: ` 
and transportation. Outdoor program ectivities on weekends were popular, but 
weekday operation was sorely missed by the servieemen who meke the building 


their home. 


JUNE - "Open Daily" was the proud announcement after six Astoria organizations, 
American Legion, Elks, Eagles, Moose, Methodist Church and Veterans of Foreign 
Wars пей agreed to match the Purtland-iultnomah Chest's offer of $1200. Tho 
National Guard Encampment at Сего Clatsop made use of our facilities. Members 
of the Optimist Club, Rotary Club, Temple Betn Isrzel and the Methodist Church 
provided recreation and refreshments, Services and program were also extended 
to the officers, cadets, and crew of the Canadian ships HMCS BEACON HILL and 
HMCS ANTIGONISH, Anchor Club members were hostesses. An Associated Services 
for the Armed Forces committee was formed here, with représentatives from the 
YMCA, Cetholic Church and Jewish Council. 


JULY - The two Canadian frigates returned at the request of the officers and 
crews and the American Legion Auxiliary were hostesses. Donations of suger 
and coffee from Astoria grocers for program events fulfilled an urgent need, 
Alpha Iota Sorority sponsored a square dance, a regular activitity. Weekly 
picnics were held, Saddle Mountain was scaled, - 


AUGUST - The Postal Clerks Auxiliary, the Spanish-American War Veterans, the 
Deushters of the Union Veterans and Toastmistress Club representatives met a 
very real need in the continuance of program, Activation Of Navy Ships brought 
many reservists into the building. ` j : 


SEPTEMBER - Libor Day weekend was made more significant by the participation of 
members of the Central Lebor Council who put on а fine week's program. Groups 
from the Catholic Church and the Olney Grange sponsored other weeks, Overnigh? 
camping trips to places of scenic beauty were tried with success, The fun of 
camping outdocrs and cooking over a campfire was ап enriching: experience to th 
^n who participated and а weleome contrast to crowded conditions aboard ship. 
CTOBER ~ The Military Department of the Stete of Oregon and the City of Astor 
Further aided the continuation and suecess of the operation through the instal 
“tion of an electric hot water Пеафег 80 replace the gas heater which was madc 
obsolete Бу tho discontinuance of the Ges Company; and by making burner and 
other repeirs on the furnace, The following groups participated in the progra: 
Unity Group, Rotary Club,Oddfellows and Rebekahs, and the Christian Church. 
Halloween was observed with а party. 


NOVEMBER - Two women members were added to the Committee of Management, their 
responsibility being the contaeting of community organizations to serve in the 
program in the months ahead. A seeond ski trip to Mt. Hood was enjoyed by two 
carloads of young men. A co-resreation program for servicemen and junior 
hostesses is. held weekly using the facilities of the Astoria YMCA, A Thanks- 
giving dance highlighted thet holiday, The Kiwanis Club gave generously in 
time and effort for their week's program, 


DECEMBER - The AAU and the Lions Club were this month's sponsors, A memorable 
Stardust Ball began the Christmas season, Christmas was made as homelike as 
possible, Christmas and New Year's Eve services were well attended in local 
churches,
